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Desolation of the Earth 


Text: Rev, 18:5-10, “Her sins have 
reached unto heaven, and God hath re- 
membered her iniquities in the 
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cup which she hath filled fill to her 


double. How much she hath glorified her- 
self, and lived deliciously, so much tor- 
ment and sorrow give her: for she saith 
in ber heart, I sit a queen, and am no 
widow, and shall see no sorrow. There- 
fore shail her plagues come in one day, 
death, and mourning, and famine; and 
she shall be utterly burned with fire: for 
strong is the Lord God who judgeth her. 
And the kings of the earth, who have 
committed fornication and lived delic- 
iously with her, shall bewail her, and la- 
ment for her,... saying, Alas, alas, that 
great city of Babylon, that mighty city! 
for in one hour is thy judgment come.’ 
“The merchants of the earth” that 
have “waxed rich through the abundance 
of her delicacies . . . shall stand afar off 
for the fear of her torment, weeping and 
wailing, and saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, and 
purple, and scarlet, and decked with 
gold, and precious stones, and pearls! For 
in one hour so great riches is come to 


nought,” Rev. 18:3, 15-17. 


Such are the judgments that fall upon 
Babylon in the day of the visitation of 
God’s wrath. She has filled up the meas- 
ure of her iniquity; her time has come; 
she is ripe for destruction. 

When the voice of God turns the cap- 
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tivity of His people, there is a terrible 
awakening of those who have lost all in 
the great conflict of life. While proba- 
tion continued they were blinded by 
Satan’s deceptions, and they justified their 
course of sin, The rich prided themselves 
upon their superiority to those who were 
less favored, but they had obtained their 
riches by violation of the law of God. 
They had neglected to feed the hungry, 
to clothe the naked, to deal justly and 
to love: mercy. They had sought to exalt 
themselves and to obtain the homage of 
their fellow creatures, now they are 
stripped of all that made them great, and 
are left destitute, and are defenseless. 
They look with terror upon the destitu- 
tion of their idols which they preferred 
before their Maker. They have sold their 
souls for earthly riches and enjoyments, 
and have not sought to become rich to- 
ward God. The result is, their lives are a 
failure; their pleasures are now turned to 
gall, their treasures to corruption. The 
gain of a lifetime is swept away in a mo- 
ment. The rich bemoan the destruction of 
their grand houses, the scattering of their 
gold and silver, But their lamentations 
are silenced by the fear that they them- 
selves are to perish with their idols. 

The wicked are filled with regret, not 
because of their sinful neglect of God and 
their fellowmen, but because God has 
conquered. They lament that the result 
is what it is, but they do not repent of 


their wickedness. They would leave no 
means untried to conquer if they could. 
They would see the very class whom they 
have mocked and derided and desired to 
exterminate pass unharmed through pesti- 
lence, tempest and earthquake. He who 
is to the transgressor of His law a de- 
vouring fire, is to His people a safe pa- 
vilion. 

The minister who has sacrificed truth 
to gain the favor of men now discerns the 
character and influence of his teaching. 
It is apparent that the omniscient eye was 
following him as he stood in the dusk, as 
he walked in the streets, as he mingled 
with men in the various scenes of life. 
Every emotion of the soul, every line 
written, every word uttered, every act 
that led men to rest in a refuge of false- 
hood, has been scattering seed; and now, 
in the wretched, lost souls around him, 
he beholds the harvest. 

Jeremiah 8:11, “They have healed the 
hurt of the daughter of my people 
slightly, saying, Peace, peace; when there 
is no peace.” Ezek. 13:22, “Because with 
lies ye have made the heart of the righr- 
eous sad, whom I have not made sad; and 
strengthened the hands of the wicked, 
that he should not return from his 
wicked way, by promising him life.” 

Jeremiah 23:1, 2, ““Woe be unto the 
pastors that destroy and scatter the sheep 
of my pasture saith the Lord . . behold,

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Suffering and Faithfulness 


R. H. Tapitock 


My aim in this message is to bring 
out a few thoughts on suffering and 
faithfulness to the call that we have re- 
ceived, Too many of us fail to trust God 
when our trials come. Think of what the 
apostles had to go through. Stephen, one 
of the seven, when he was defending the 
word of our Lord in Jerusalem, Acts 7: 
51, cried out, “Ye stiffnecked and un- 
circumcised in heart and ears, ye do ai- 
ways resist the Holy Ghost: as your fa- 
thers did, so do ye.” Stephen, no doubt, 
knew that he would not receive any 
favors after he told them what he did, 
and we find that true for we see them 
as they straightway gnashed on him with 
their teeth and stoned iim to death, but 
he used a different method of revenge. 
Instead of fighting back, he kneeled 
down and prayed for them. How much 
better it would be for us to do that to- 
day. 

We are in the Philadelphian period 
now. Many Christians have been killed 
in other countries and no doubt the ene- 
my is working to destroy Christianity, 
but we are admonished to be faithful 
unto death and He will give us a crown 
of life. We cannot look for any favors 
from the world but we will have to take 
a stand for the Word of God. Jesus said 
in John 17:14 that we are not of the 
world, then if we are not of the world 
we wiil have to lay it down and take a 
stand for the Word of God and the 
Church that we are serving. We may not 
get much of this world’s goods but if 
we are faithful unto death we will re- 
ceive a crown of life. 

We hear Peter saying in 1 Peter 4:12, 
“Beloved, think it not strange concern- 
ing the fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened un- 
to you.” The reference here is to the fire 
by which gold is tested and the word is 
probably taken from Prov. 27:2:. What 
Peter desires to bring out is not so much 
the fierceness of the heat and the pain 
as the refining power of fire. See also 
Psa. 66:10; Rev, 3:18. 

The early Christians, like many later 
Christians, might have thought that be- 
cause they had accepted the Lord Jesus 
Christ as their Savior and were the chil- 
dren of an omnipotent God, who is also 
a God of love, that they would be ex- 
empt from trial, testing, and suffering, 
and unless such shouid be their experi- 
ence thev might be tempted to think 
that they were out of fellowship with 
God and under His displeasure. But this 
need not be the conclusion drawn from 
our sufferings, in fact, it is the one 


whom He loves that He chasteneth. The 
word here translated “chasten” is a word 
meaning to test or try with the presump- 
tion that the testing will prove that 
which is tested to be genuine. Satan tries 
us (here a different word is used) that 
he might prove us unworthy. God tries 
us to show that we are worthy since we 
are to be counted worthy. Verse 13 of 
1 Peter 4 tells us what to do. “But re- 
joice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ’s sufferings; that, when his g!ory 
shall be revealed, ye may 'e glad also 
with exceeding joy.” 

If we will read 2 Cor. 4:10; Phil, 3: 
10; Heb. 1:13; Col. 1:24, we will see 
there is a difference in which Christ’s 
sufferings are unapproachable. He took 
the sinner’s place alone. We cannot par- 
take of sacrificial and substitutionary 
suffering, but we may all know some- 
thing of His other suffering, when He 
was tempted, when He foresaw the doom 
of man and wept, when He endured the 
contradiction of sinners against Himself, 
Heb. 12:3, when He surrendered Him, 
self to do and suffer the holy will of 
God. We should be willing to suffer for 
Him here because He took on Himself 
the form of man and laid down His life 
for us, that we might take on the form 
of Christ, 1 John 3:2 tells us we will be 
like Him for we shall see Him as He is. 
There is only one way we can take on 
His form and that is to do for Him as 
He did for us. He took on our form to 
suffer for us and if we expect to sze 
Him, then we must suffer for Him. 

There is a crown laid up for all those 
who suffer for Him and if we suffer we 
will receive that crown when we get over 
there, so, dear saints, when you are 
tempted think it not strange but stand 
by the Word and the good old Church 
We are serving and when you have fin- 
ished your fight you will go to the place 
prepared for you.

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The Jews Reinhabit Their 
Land 


Isa. 11:11, 12, “And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that the Lord shall set 
his hand again the second time to recover 
the remnant of his people, which shall be 
left, from Assyria, and from Egypt, and 
from Pathos, and from Cush, and from 
Elam, and from Shinar, and from Ham- 
ath, and from the islands of the sea. And 
he shall set up an ensign for the nations, 
and shall assemble the outcasts of Is- 
rael, and gather together the dispersed of 
Judah from the four corners of the 
earth,” 


The gathering of the chosen people 
back to their homeland is the fulfill- 
ment of many prophecies. This has at- 
tracted world-wide attention. God has 
given this land for an everlasting pos- 
session to the seed of Abraham. Gen. 17: 
8. The world has seen great movements. 
Thousands of people have migrated from 
one country to the other. But never in 
the history of nations has there been a 
move that was so directed of the Lord 
as the return of the Jews to Palestine. 
God has set His hand the second time to 
return His people to the land from which 
they were driven. 


At the crucifixion of Jesus the Jews 
were, by their own consent, dispossessed 
of their land, At least their willingness 
to bring upon themselves the prophesied 
destruction came about by the stand they 
took in the trial and crucifixion of Je- 
sus. For many years they remained in 
their homeland but their destiny was 
sealed and finally they were driven into 
every land known to the world. 


THEIR DESTRUCTION PROPHE- 
SIED 
Luke 21:24, “And they shall fall by 
the edge of the sword, and shall be led 
away captive into all nations: and Jeru- 
salem shall be trodden down of the Gen- 


tiles, until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled.” 

Here our Lord prophesied that they 
would be scattered and killed and the 
land would be trodden down by the 
Gentiles. Now since they have suffered, 
God is bringing their seed back to their 
land and this, of course, is the fulfill- 
ment of prophecy. For hundreds of 
years, in accordance with the words of 
Jesus, the Jews have been scattered into 
every nation. The temple has been in the 
hands of the Turks and the Gentile 
heathen worshipers have defiled the 
temple of God. This has been held by 
the Mohammedans for many centuries. 
The country became barien. The trees 
and vegetation disappeared. It was a 
desolate sight to the passer-by. The once 
prosperous land, stricken by God, be- 
came a land in which no one cared to 
live. 

Ezek. 36:34, “And the desolate land 
shall be tilled, whereas it lay desolate in 
the sight of all that passed by.” 


On Dec. 9, 1917, the British army 
captured Palestine. The city was taken 
without the fire of a gun, First, the city 
was terrified by the roar of planes 
threatening to destroy it. (Isa. 31:5). 
Then, the city was surrounded by the 
English army under the command of 
General Allenby, and from that time un- 
til now the Jews have had the privilege 
of going back and reinhabiting _ their 
land. 

Another striking detail about the prog- 
ress of the Jews’ return to Palestine is 
the prophecy that Jerusalem would over- 
flow its walls. The prophecy even states 
in detail the direction and extent to 
which the city would grow outside its 
walls. The prophecy said, “Behold, the 
days come, saith the Lord, that the city 
shall be built to the Lord from the tower 
of Hananeel unto the gate of the corner. 
And the measuring line shall go out 
forth over against it upon the hill Gareb, 
and shall compass about to Goath. And 
the whole valley of the dead bodies, and 
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of the ashes, and the fields unto the 
brook Kidron, unto the corner of the 
horse gate toward the east, shall be holy 
unto the Lord; it shall not be plucked 
up, nor thrown down any more for ever 
(Jer. 31:38-40). The city has already 
overflowed its walls and is building in 
the very direction indicated by Jeremiah. 

Another fulfillment of prophecy is 
that the ancient language of the Hebrews 
is again in use in the land. This was fore- 
seen by the prophet in the following 
words: ““Shus saith the Lord of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As yet they shall use 
this speech in the land of Judah and in 
the cities thereof, when I shall bring 
again their captivity; The Lord bless 
thee, O habitation of' justice, and moun- 
tain of holiness,” Jer. 31:23. 

A census made as far back as 1931, 
when there was a Jewish population of 
only 175,000 in the fand, showed that 
165,000 of them were using the Hebrew 
language as_ their daily medium of 
speech! 

The prophet Hosea specifically states 
that the return of the Jews is to take 
place in the period of time designated in 
the Bible as the “latter days” or “‘last 
days.” Several other prophecies are set 
for fulfillment in the same period of 
time. Among these is the prophecy of 
apostasy within the church, the rise of 
scoffers ridiculing the promise of the 
Lord to return, and the concentration 
of money in the hands of a few. All of 
these predictions for the last days point 
directly to the second coming of the 
Lord. 

And just so docs the return of the 
Jews point to the soon coining of the 
Lord, for this, too, is described as com- 
ing to pass in the end of time. Hosea 
said, ‘For the children of Israel shall 
abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacrifice, 
and without an image, and without an 
ephod, and without a teraphim: after- 
ward shall the children of Israel return, 
and seek the Lord their God, and David 
their king; and shall fear the Lord and 
his goodness in the latter days” (Hosea 
3:4,5). 

The land that persecutes and _ drives 
the Jews out is sure to suffer defeat. 
While it is true that God’s people are to 
return to their homeland, God has a way 
of bringing them back and His way 
must be submitted to. It makes me shud- 
der when I hear Protestant professors 
say hard things against the Jews. This 
is the day for their return and the nation 
that will be kind and help them will 
certainly be blessed of God. It seems that 
the work among the Gentiles is almost 
complete. The only thing left is the 
work of the Holy Ghost in completing 
the making ready of a people for the

The Preacher a Witness 

“Those things, which ye have both 
learned, and received, and heard, and 
seen in me, do: and the God of peace 
shall be with you,’ Phil. 4:9. 

To reach sinners the gospel message 
must be given, but this message is not 
only carried in the written Word, but in 
the hearts and lives of the messengers 
who carry it. Notice four things in the 
text: 

1. The things learned. A disciple is 
one who has been taught—a learner. The 
Philippians were disciples of Christ— 
through the ministry of Paul. To learn of 
Christ is more than to merely hear of 
Him; it is to receive and embrace the 
teachings given from Him in the gospel. 

2. Things received. They had received 
Jesus, having life and peace as a result. 
Jesus was received through the gospel 
which Paul had brought to them. For 
“it is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” 

3. Things heard. They had heard the 
truth of the gospel with understanding 
hearts. They did not let that preaching 
go in at one ear and out at the other, 1s 
has been said; but they heard with in- 
terest, with desire, and with acceptance, 
as all true converts do. 

4. The things which you have “seen 
in me.” Paul did not only tell men the 
way of life and salvation, but he showed 
them how to live the life. He was him- 
self an example to his hearers, in conver- 
sation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in 
purity, and laboring; denying himself 
and even suffering, that he might bring 
others to Christ, 

Now these are the things he exhorts 
men to “do”—what you have learned, 
received, heard and seen. The words of 
the Lord are to be kept and observed, and 
in this way we “‘do,” or live the Christian 


life.

Preparing for a Life of Service

I will visit upon you the evil of your 
doings, saith the Lord.” Read Jeremiah 
23:1-12, “Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, ye 
principal of the flock: for the days of 
your slaughter and your dispersions are 
accomplished, and ye shall fall like a 
pleasant vessel. And the shepherds sha!! 
have no way to flee, nor the principal ot 
the flock to escape,” Jeremiah 24:34, 35. 

Ministers and people see that they have 
not sustained the right relation to God. 
They see they have rebelled against the 
author of ali just and righteous law. The 
setting aside of the divine precepts gave 
rise to thousands of springs of evil, dis- 
cord, hatred, iniquity, until the earth be- 
came one vast field of strife, one sink of 
corruption. This is the view that now 
appears to those who rejected truth and 
chose to cherish error. No language can 
express the longing which the disobedient 
and disloyal feel for that which they have 
lost forever—eternal life. Men whom the 
world has worshiped for their talent and 
eloquence now see these things in their 
true light. They realize what they have 
forfeited by transgression, and they fall 
at the feet of those whose fidelity they 
have despised and derided, and confess 
that God had loved them. 

The people see that they have been de- 
luded. They accuse one another of hav- 
ing led them to destruction; but all unite 
in heaping their bitterest condemnation 
upon the ministers. Unfaithful pastors 
have prophesied smooth things, they have 
led their hearers to make void the law of 
God and to persecute those who would 
keep it holy. Now in their despair these 
teachers confess before the world their 
work of deception, the multitudes are 
filled with fury. “We are lost,” they 
cry, “and you are the cause of our ruin,” 
and they turn upon the false shepherds. 
The very ones that once admired them 
most will pronounce the most dreadful 
curses upon them, the very hands that 
once crowned them with laurels will be 
raised for their destruction. The swords 
which were to slay God’s people, are now 
employed to destroy their enemies. Ev- 
erywhere there is strife and bloodshed. 

Jeremiah 25:31, “A noise shall come 
even to the ends of the earth; for the 
Lord hath a controversy with the na- 
tions, he will plead with all flesh; he will 
give them that are wicked to the sword, 
saith the Lord.” 

The Son of God and His heavenly 
messengers have been in conflict with 
the powers of the evil one, to warn, en- 
lighten, and to save the children of 





man. Now all have made their decisions; 
the wicked have fully united with Satan 
and his warfare against God. The time 
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has come for God to vindicate the au- 
thority of His downtrodden law. Now 
the controversy is not alone with Satan, 
but with men. “The Lord hath a con- 
troversy with the nations.” “He will 
give them that are wicked to the sword.” 

The mark of the deliverance has been 
set upon those “that sigh and that cry 
for all the abominations that be done.” 

Now the angel of death goes forth 
represented in Ezekiel’s vision by the 
men with the slaughtering weapons, to 
whom the command is given, “Slay ut- 
terly old and young, both maids and lit- 
tle children and women, but come noc 
near any man upon whom is the mark; 
and begin at my sanctuary,” says the 
prophet. They began at the ancient men 
which were before the house. The work 
of destruction begins among those who 
have professed to be the spiritual guard- 
ians of the people. The false watchmen 
are the first to fall. There are none to 
pity or to spare. Men, women, maidens 
and little chiidren perish together. Ezek- 
iel 9:1-6. “A noise shall come even to 
the ends of the earth; for the Lord 
hath a controversy with the nations, he 
will plead with all flesh; he will give 
them that are wicked to the sword, saith 
the Lord.” Jeremiah 25:31. “The Lord 
cometh out of his place to punish the in- 
habitants of the earth for their iniquicy: 
the earth also saall disclose her blood, 
and shall no more cover her slain,”’ Isa. 
26:21. “And this shall be the plague 
wherewith the Lord will smite all the 
peop'e that have fought against Jeru- 
salem; Their flesh shall consume away 
while they stand upon their feet, and 
their eyes shall consume away in their 
holes, and their tongue shall consume 
away in their mouth. And it shall come 
to pass in that day, that a great tumult 
from the Lord shail be among them; and 
they shall lay hold every one on the hand 
of his neighbor, and his hand shail rise 
up against the hand of his neighbor,” 
Zech. 14:12, 13. “And the slain of the 
Lord shall be at that day from one end 
of the earth even unto the other end of 
the earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried; they shai! 
be dung upon the ground,” Jeremiah 25: 
33. “Who to the rebellious children coun- 
sel, but not of me, and that cover with 
a covering but not of my Spirit, that 
they may add sin to sin.” “Behold, the 
Lord maketh the earth empty and 
maketh it waste, and turneth it up side 
down and scattereth around the inhabi- 
tations thereof.” “The land shall be al- 
ready emptied and utterly spoiled for 
the Lord has spoken this word, Because 
they have transgressed the law, changed 
the ordinance, broken the everlasting 
covenant, therefore hath the curse de- 
voured the earth, and they that dwell 
therein are desolate; therefore the inhabi- 
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tants of the earth are burned.” 

Refer to our text: “For her sins have 
reached unto heaven and God hath re- 
membered her iniquities.” 

John the Revelator foretells the ban- 
ishment of Satan and the condition of 
desolation, and he declares that this con- 
dition will exist for a thousand years, 
after presenting the scenes of the Lord’s 
second coming and the destruction of 
the wicked. The prophecy continues: “I 
saw an angel come down from heaven, 
having the key to the bottomless pit and 
a great chain in his hand. And he laid 
sold on the dragon, that old serpent, 
which is the Devil, and Satan, and bound 
him a thousand years. And cast him in- 
to the bottomless pit, and shut him up, 
and set a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled: and 
after that he must be loosed a __ little 
season.” 

“And at that time shall Michael stand 
up, the great prince which standeth for 
the children of thy people: and_ there 
shall be a time of trouble, such as never 
was since there was a nation even to that 
same time: and at that time thy people 
sali be delivered, everyone that shall be 
found written in the book.” Dan. 12:1.- 

The prophet Isaiah, looking forward to 
the time of Satan’s overthrow, ex- 
claims: “How art thou cut down to the 
ground, which didst weaken the nation! 
Thou hast said in thine heart, I will 
ascend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God .... I 
will be like the most High. Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to hell, to the 
sides of the pit. They that see thee shall 
narrowly look upon thee, and consider 
thee, saying, Is this the man that made 
the earth to tremble, that did shake 
kingdoms; That made the world as a 
wilderness, and destroved the cities there- 
of; that opened not the house of his 
prisoners?” Isa, 14:12-17. 

For about six thousand years Satan’s 
work of rebellion has made the earth to 
tremble; ‘he has made the world as a 
wilderness and destroyed the cities there- 
of.”” And “he opens not the house of his 
prisoners.” 

“The earth is utterly broken down, 
the earth is clean dissolved, the earth is 
moved exceedingly. The earth shall reel 
to and fro like a drunkard, and shall be 
removed like a cottage; and the trans- 
gression thereof shall be heavy upon it; 
and it shall fall, and not rise again. And 
it shall come to pass in that day, that 
the Lord shall punish the host of the 
high ones that are on high, and the kings 
of the earth upon the earth. And they 
shall be gathered together, as prisoners 
are gathered in the pit, and shall be shut 
up in the prison, and after many days 
shall they be visited (Margin says found 
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wanting). Then the moon shall be con- 
founded, and the sun ashamed, when the 
Lord of hosts shall reign in mount Zion, 
and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients 
gloriously.” Isaiah 24:19-22. 

All this is foreshadowed in prophecy. 
Satan summons all his forces and throws 
all his power into his combat. Why is it 
that he mets with no greater resistance? 
Why are the soldiers of Christ so sleepy? 
and why are they indifferent? Because 
they have so little real connection with 
Christ, because they are so destitute of 
His Spirit. They do not meet it as did 
Christ, with decisive and determined re- 
sistance. They do not realize the exceed- 
ing evil and malignity of sin, and they 
are biinded both to the character and the 
power of the prince of darkness. 

There is little enmity against Satan 
and his works, because there is so great 
ignorance concerning his power and 
malice and the vast extent of his war- 
fare against Christ and His Church. 
Multitudes are deluded here, they do not 
know that their enemy is a mighty gen-
